Increase of German Trade fVich Africa. 


The British press, wliich has of late 


beea deplormg the fact that Gor- 
man trade and manufactures were fast 
suuersetlmg those of England, lias 
just found a new source of complaint. 
It seems that the Hamburg trade with 
Africa, which may be said to have be- 
gun about ten years ago, has insule 
very rapid progress withiu tbe last 
few years. While the average annual 
imports from all parts o£ Africa dur- 
ing the years 1881-5 wer; ouly ahoi't 
$3,975,000, the annual average dur- 
ing the five years 1891-5 amounted to 
$13,875,000. The increase in the ct- 
ports from Germany by \vay of Ham- 
buig to tbe various parts of Africa— 
apace withrthe progress of German in- 
dnslxy and'commerce in general dur- 
ing the same period—hao boon even 
more marked than that of the imports, 
and especially so during tbe last seven 
years, and the value of the total ex- 
ports from Hauibnrg to Africa in- 
crea«ed from 89,789,590 iu 1891 to 
§16,370,125 during the year 1897.

Hawaiian Kerdj. 


Senators Cullom, Hitt and Morgan, 


sent as special commissioners to inves- 
tigate conditions in Hawaii, have re- 
turned to the United States, but will 
not submit a formal report of their 
observations and recommendations un- 
til after the elections In November. 
To an interviewer, Senator 
Cullom 


stated, however, that the cornmisiion 
will recominead a territorial form 
of government for Hawaii that will 
embrace a legislature to be elected by 
the people. Senator Culloni also said: 


"The commission gathered a great 


lot of facts and figures for use in its re- 
port, as to the people, their habits, 
conditions, and what they most re- 
quire for their betterment. The annex- 
ed territory, comprising 7,500 square 
miles of land, is good for the cultiva- 
tion of corn, sugar cane, and coffee. 
The population numbers 109,000; there 
are 30,000 natives, 21,000 Japanese, 
2,000 Chinese, 16,000 Portuguese while 
the balance are Americans, English, 
Germans, and French, in about equal 
numbers. 


"The commission will recommend 


improvements of the harbors at Hon- 
olulu, Hilo, and tcs mouth of Pearl 
river at once, and especially at tne last 
named place, as that is said to be one 
of the finest natural harbors in the 
world. An appropriation o£ $100,000 
will be asked for to dredge away a reef 
wiiica now shuts ocean going vessels 
out of the river. Senator Cullom be- 
lieves the chief city of the territory 


. will be built at that point. It is only 


six miles from Honolulu. The Hono- 
lulu harbor contains only seventy-five 
acres of. anchorage room; consequently 
the wider area at Pearl river is urged 
as necessary in the interest of trade 
expansion. That is where the naval 
station and fort will probably be estab- 
lished." 


Senator Cullom is of the opinion that

early youth, Sir Herbert has never 
married. la his forty-eighth year he 
is still a bachelor.

The turning point in 


his career came when General Sir 
Evelyn Wood undertook the reorgan- 
ization of the Egyptian Army.

in 1385 his marvellous knowledge of 
the native miad and language brought 
him to the front. 
He was sent ahead 


of Sir Garnet "Wolseley to deal with 
the native chiefs and officials whose 
attitude was uncertain. The follow- 
ing picturesejue account of him when 
engaged on this ticklish mission was

Atbara:

Pootball was a favorit« game in an-: 


cient Greece, especially in Sparta: and 
the Homans alto took great delight in' 
playing it.

Some authorities think itj 
was introduced into Britain by Csesar,' 
but the earliest mention of 'it i* by 
William Pitzstephen, in his descrip-j 
tion of London in the twelfth ceatnryj 
It \vas much played on holidays, and| 
especially on Shrove Tuesday. At on<=| 
time it was customary for the men of) 
the different villages in th£ midland! 
counties of England lo play against, 
each other—every able-bodied man be-i 
ing usually pressed into service. Des-j 
perate struggles often took place dur-' 
ing these matches, which sometimes', 
grew into riots and produced loua; and] 
bitter fends. So dangerous did the] 
game become that King James I de-i 
barred all rough and violent exercise!

As1 
early played at the great English] 
schools, as Eugby, Eton and Harrow,, 
it gradually changed from being a 
mere struggle between two sides to!
